The attack hy Lloyd George was 
spoiled to a great extent by Ramsay 
MacDonald. By indulging in person- 
alities against Chamberlain he is be- 
lieved to have strengthened conserva- 
tive support of the foreign secretary. 
The publie and independent and oppo- 
sition newspapers all remain convinced 
that Chamberlain bungled his task at 
Geneva. 

Lloyd George’s motion was defeat- 


ed, thus sustaining the foreign secre- 
tary and his record at Geneva. 

Lloyd George's technical motion, in- 
troduced shortly after he begaa to 
speak at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
called for a reduction of $500 in the 
civil service appropriation. He fol- 
lowed the motion by calling attention 
to the work of the League of Nations 
at Gseneva, and while he did not refer 
specifically to Chamberlain, his mo- 
tion was accepted as calling for a re-| 
duction of the foreign secretary's sal- 
ary and in effect a motion for lack 
of confidence vote in Chamberlain's 
Geneva record. 

Using every weapon at hand, Lloyd 
George and MacDonald attacked the 
foreign secretary. The failure at Ge- 
neva, the increased opposition in the 
United States to the league as a re- 
sult of its most recent meetiag and 
the alleged violation of Premier Bald- 
win's pledge to the British people 
through the work of Chamberlain were 
brought up by the two attacking 
speakers. 

Chamberlain, in his reply, denied 
any pledge to Poland for Britain’s 
favorable vote on a permanent Polish 
seat in the league cauncil. 

“If the vote of this house is adverse 
to me, I will have, in -my retirement, 
the satisfaction of knowrag that dur- 
ing the 15 months I’ve held office I 
have arranged to leave things better 
than I found them,” he said in de- 
fending his course at Geneva. Cham- 
berlain pointed frequently to Lloyd 
George and charged him with not 
waiting until the former secretary ye- 
turned from Geneva to telegraph to 
the United States that he was “not 
only a knave, but a fool.” 

Jloyd George outlined the criticisms 
of the League of Nations’ work at 
Geneva as follows:

1—That the Locarno diplomats had 
been responsible for the failure of the 
leacue session. 

2—That the failure damaged the 
machinery of peace to such an extent 
that many of Chamberlain’s best 
friends were despairing of the effect 
of the league meetrag.

The case of David L. Marshall, Phila- 
delphia chiropractor, charged with the 
slaying of Anna May Dietrich, was 
given to the jury tonight, at the con- 
clusion of Judge McDevitt’s charge. 
The jurors retired at once to begin 
their deliberation. 


A verdict had not been reached at! 


11:05 p. m., and the jury was or- 
dered locked up for the night. Court 
adjourned until 10 a. m. tomorrow, 
when the verdict, if one is reached, 
will be announced. 

Judge McDevitt told the jurors that 
the dismembering of Miss Dietrich’s 
body should not be taken as an evi- 
dence of guilt, “except in se far as 
it tends to show the character of the 
defendant.” He said that if the jury 
believed the testimony of Marshall that 
the woman had died from a poisonous 
solution used in mistake for salt, he 
should be acquitted.

NEW ENGLAND FACES 
FLOOD CONDITIONS 


Boston, March 23.—(/)— Flood 
conditions threatened New England 
tonight as rain began to fall on the 
great snow blanket that covers this 
region. Large reservoirs and dams in 
the northern section of New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont and Maine, are filled, 
and warm weather and heavy rain, it 
was predicted would bring flood con- 
ditions, 

For days the coast guard cutter 
Ossipee has been crashing through the 
ice at the mouth of the Penobscot 
river below Bangor, Me., clearing a 
channel for anchor ice before the river 
begins to rise. The cutter had cut a 
channel six miles long today when 
she sprung a leak on the thick ice. It 
was said the vessel might be forced 
to return to Boston without driving 
through the two and one-half addi- 
tional miles the authorities had hoped 
to open. 

Three days of warm weather have 
placed roads in northern Vermont un- 
der water.
